o AB 504 – Request for spending authority underway to secure the purchase of 

laboratory equipment for the NDA’s Veterinary Medical Services account and for 

four replacement vehicles for the NDA’s Livestock Enforcement account, as 

approved in this one-shot appropriation.  

o SB 390 – Amended the language in NRS 583, authorizing the State Quarantine 

Officer to adopt regulations regarding mobile poultry processing units. NAC is 

currently under review to align language and begin accepting applications for 

processing entities. We anticipate going to workshop early Fall 2019.  

o The NDA staff is in contact with Division of Human Resource Management on 

other bills passed in the 80th session of the legislature that will affect state 

employees.
